The Bureau Blank, which is d^atly responsible 
to Ad e nauer, is established in s foraar barracks in Bonn fcafauge prnokeil 
barracks) and has a staff of almost 1,000 foraar ssrvioeasa and officials. 

Tha CE service of tha Bureau Blank was, until a year^agoi under the direction 
of an adventurous old-timer in the espionage world, J; The Bureau 

Blank also has three offices In Vest Berlin and two in Bast Berlin where 
primarily military information from the Boat is collected'.

shortly after the outbreak of World War n, he was assigned to the 
c oun te r espionage section of the German high command. At the tine of 
the capitulation Q KH E BW Vos chief of the “Gruppe Freftde-Beare-Cst" and 
directed the espionage and counterespionage services of the German 
Army in Russia. Be succeeded in esca pin g from the Russians with his 
valuable agent file a and arrived in the Vest where he ~ largely because 
of his files - vaa received by the Americana with open arms. As early 
as 1947 he received instructions from the Americans to build up a new 
net of agents and American Headquarters in HrankfUrt financed the eo~ 
called GBHQSf group, a continually expanding net of agents in and around 
Berlin, after the Russian blockade .of Ber lin. Since 1943 each year the 
Americans have placed at the disposa l of GSHIHi 25 million maria for 
the expansion of hia organisation. CEHLEH Headquarters are in the village 
of Pullaoh, fourteen kilometers south of Munich. A barbed wire fence 
three maters high and electrified surrounds a huge area containing 
barracks, fuel, houses, stores and even a school.

The Federal 
Republic voulc ^provide 22 million marks for it per year. 

“But Theodore') SARK, who initiated the plan for G erman divisions in the 
European Any , stubbornly refused to receive the OKHKBH organisation.
